• III. The Return! of the number end description of Animals embarked at the several Irish Ports for erportatlon to Great Britain, during the year! 1971 
and 1875, have been compiled from the official Returns furnished by those members of the Royal Irish Constabuiatj and Dublin Metropolilaa 
Police specially told off for that and other purposes, under the Cattle Disease (Ireland) Acts. 

IV. The Council Order requiring that Cattle, Sheep, Swine, and Goats should be inspected, previous to their embarkation for exportation to Great 
Britain, by Inspectors duly authorised by the Lord Lieutenant on that behalf, was not pasaed until the 8th of October 1073. 

V. Although the numerical diminution in Cattle exportation from Ireland during the year 1875, from what it had been during the year 1872, amounted 
to 3‘3 pet cent, the numerical increase in the e.sportation of Sheep during 1875, from what it had been during the year 1872, wss 43'5 per cent.; 
and the exportation of Swine was 4-3 per cent, greater during 1975 Uiau it had been during the year 1872.
